DEATH TAKES A HOLIDAY, a in 
three : ee Halex: ce alee 
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By H. H. NIEMEYER, 

N no sense a comedy, as it has 

been billed, unless perhaps Life 

itself is a comedy, Death 
Take a Holiday, N which came to 
the Shubert Theater last night is, 
rather, a serious consideration of 
the supernatural, told in terms of 
the theater, a mystery melodrama 
in evening clothes. Less skilfully 
done this drama from the Italian 
of Alberto Casella might easily be- 
come a farce, but, as played by 
Philip Merivale and an excellent 
supporting cast it deserves—and 
received last night—something 
more than just polite attention. 

The idea of the piece is fantas- 
tic. Death, hovering about a coun- 
try estate where a house party is 
in progress suddenly decides to be- 
come a mortal for a time and taste 
the joys of the earth. His first ap- 
pearance before the guests is fn the 
form of a strange cloud which flit 
across the moon and fills them 
with strange fears. .Next, as a 
shadowy, myterious figure he 
makes himself known to the mas- 
ter of the house and anndunces 
that he will change his form and, 
under the name of Prince Sirki, 
become a member of the party for 
three days. He commands that he 
is not to be betrayed. If his real 
self ig pictured to the other 
guests he will resume his own 
character and go about his usual 
business. 

As the Prince, then, Death, on 
this mad caprice finds a hunger 
for love as old as time itself. In 
his hurried search for the one 
woman who can mean really liv- 
ing to him he terrifies, yet fasci- 
nates the women of the household. 
At last in one, the youngest—a 
personification of Youth Unafraid 
—he finds his heart’s desire and, 
at the final curtain, he takes her 
in his arms and carries her off to 
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something to turn up.

They 
thrill to being pointed out as “tough 
mugs” and called such nick-names 
Spider, Lefty, Dusty and such.

A musical instrument in which 
sound is created by use of radio 
tubes will be heard on the air for 
the first time in the United States 
when it is played by Maurice Mar- 
tenot, the inventor, in a Philco 
Symphony Concert over KMOX 
from 8:30 to 9 o'clock.
